Co-Existence In Truth And Not In Fear 


‘6 Fa SCL I will bring upon her, 

as it were, a river of peace” 
(Isaias 66, 12). This promise, an- 
nounced in the messianic prophecy 
of Isaias, was fulfilled, with mys- 
tic significance, by the Incarnate 
Word of God in the New Jerusa- 
lem, the Church: and We desire, 
beloved sons and daughters of the 
Catholic world, that this same 
promise should resounc again over 
the entire human family as the 
wisk. of Our heart this Christmas 
eve, 

A river of peace upon the world: 
this is the desire which We have 
most constantly cherished in Our 
heart, for which We have most fer- 
vently prayed and worked, ever 
since the day when God in His 
goodness was pleased to entrust to 
Our humble person the exalted and 
awe-inspiring office of common fa- 
ther of all peoples which.is proper 
to the vicar of Him to Whom all 
races are given for His inheritance 
(Psalms 2, 8).

to the paths of peace. 

At the approach of the feast of 
Christmas each year, We would 
have ardently wished to be able 
to go to the cradle of the Prince 
of Peace and offer Him, a3 the 
gift He would cherish most, a man- 
kind at peace and all united to 
gether as in one family. On the 
contrary We had to experience— 
during the first six years—the in- 
describable bitterness of seeing 
nothing all around Us but peoples

Cold War Period 


We had hoped—and many others 
had hoped with Us— that once the 
rage of hatred and revenge had 
finally ceased, there would very 
soon have dawned a period of se- 
cure peace. Instead, there contin- 
ued that agonizing state of un- 
easiness and danger, which public 
opinion described with the name 
“cold war” because in reality it 
had little or nothing in common 
with true peace and had much of 
the character of a truce that trem- 
bled at the slightest touch. Our 
annual return to the cradle of the 
Redeemer continued to be a sad 


oblation of sorrows and anxieties, 
with an intense desire to draw 
therefrom the courage that was 
necessary in order to persist in ex- 
horting men to peace and pointing 
out to them the right road to at- 
tain it. 

Can We, at least now in this 
sixteenth year of Our pontificate, 
fulfill that wish? According to 
many reports, the cold war has 
slowly been replaced by a period 
of decreased tension between the 
opposing parties, as if they were 
giving each other a longer breath- 
ing space: and not without some 
irony, this decreased tension has 
been given the name “cold peace.” 
While We willingly recognize that 
this does represent some progress 
ir the laborious ripening of peace 
properly so called, nevertheless it 
is not yet a gift worthy of the 
mystery of Bethlehem, where there 
appeared “the goodness and kind- 
ness of God our Saviour” towards 
men (Tit. 3, 4). For it is in too

Undoubtedly in this changed 
manner of: approach to the 
lem there is an element of “fear” 
as a restraint against war and a 
stimulus to peace; but here the 
fear is that salutary fear of God— 
Guarantor and Vindicator of the 
moral law—and, therefore, as the 
psalmist teaches (Ps. 110, 10), it 
is the beginning of wisdom. 


Immoral Concept 


Once the problem is elevated to 
this higher plane, which alone is 
worthy of rational creatures, there 
again clearly appears the absurdity 
of that doctrine which held sway 
in the political schools of the last 
few decades: namely, that war is 
one of many admissible forms of 
political action, the necessary, and 
as it were the -natural, outcome 
of irreconcilable disputes between 
two countries; and that war, there- 
fore, is a fact bearing no relation 
to any kind of moral responsibility. 
It is likewise apparent how absurd 
and inadmissible is the principle 
—also so long accepted—accord- 
ing to which a ruler, who declares 
war, would only be guilty of hav- 
ing made a political error, should 
the war be lost. But he could in 
no case be accused of moral guilt 


‘and of crime-for not having, when 
he was able to, preserved peace. 
| It was precisely this absurd and 
‘immoral concept of war which 
rendered vain, in the fatal weeks 
‘of 1939, Our efforts to uphold in 
both parties the will to continue 
negotiations. War was then thought 
of as a die, to be cast with greater 
‘or less caution and skill, and not 
‘as a moral fact involving obliga- 
tion in conscience and higher re- 
sponsibilities.. It required tombs 
and ruins without number to re- 
veal the true nature of war: name- 
ly, that it was not a luckier or less 
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salutary return to common sense, 
instead of being weakened, became 
more profound and more wide- 
spread in the years of the cold 
war, perhaps because’ prolonged 
experience made more clearly evi- 
dent the absurdity of a life lived 
under the incubus of fear. Thus 
the cold peace, with all its inco- 
herencées and uneasiness, shows 
signs of taking the first steps to- 
wards an authentic moral order 
and towards a recognition of the 
elevated doctrine of the Church 
regarding just and unjust war, and 
the licitness and illicitness of re- 
course to arms. 


Peace Is Possible 


This goal will assuredly be at- 
tained if, on one side and the oth- 
er, men will once again sincerely, 
almost religiously, come to con- 
sider war as an object cf the moral 
order, whose violation constitutes 
in fact a culpability which will not 
go unpunished. In the concrete this 
goal will be attained if statesmen, 
before weighing the advantages 
and risks of their decisions, will 
recognize that they are personally 
subject to eternal moral laws, and 
will treat the problem of war as 
a question of conscience before 
God. 


In the conditions of our times, 
there is no other way to liberate 
the world from its agonizing in- 
cubus except by a return to the 
fear of God, which in no way de-

dangers of which are even now 
foreseeable. 

In fact, prolonged restraint of 
the natural expansion of the life of 
peoples can ultimately lead them 
to that same desperate outlet that 
it is desired to avoid: war. No peo- 
ple, furthermore, could support. 
indefinitely a race of armaments 
without disastrous repercussions 
being felt in its normal economic 
development. The very agreements 
directed to imposing a limitation 
on armaments would be in vain. 
Without the moral foundation of 
fear of God, they would become, 
if ever reached, a source of re- 
newed mutual distrust. 

There remains, therefore, the 
auspicious and lightsome other 
way which, based upon the fear of 
God and aided by Him, leads to 
true peace, which is_ sincerity, 
warmth and life, and is thus wor- 
thy of Him Who has been given 
to us that men might have life in 
Him and have it more abundantly 
(Cfr. John 10, 10). 


Co-Existence In Error 


Although the “cold war’—and 
the same is true of the “cold 
peace”’—keeps the world in a 
harmful state of division, yet it 
does not, up to the present, pre- 
vent an intense rhythm of life 
from pulsing therein. It is true that 
this is a life developing almost ex- 
clusively in the economic field. It 
is, however, undeniable that eco- 
nomics, taking advantage of the 
pressing progress of modern tech- 
niques, has by feverish activity 
attained surprising results, of such 
a nature as to foreshadow a pro- 
found transformation in the lives 
of all peoples, even those hereto- 
fore ,congidered rather backward. 
Admiration unquestionably can- 
not be withheld for what it has 
done and what it promises to do. 

Nevertheless, economics, with 
its apparently unlimited ability to 
produce goods without number, 
and with the multiplicity of its 


relationships, exercises over many | 


of our contemporaries a fascina- 
tion superior to its potentiality, 
and extends to fields extraneous 
to economics. 

The error of placing such trust 
in modern economics is again 
shared in common by the _ two 
camps into which the world is to- 
day divided. In one of these, it is 
taught that, since man has given 
proof of such great power as to 
create the marvellous’ technico- 
economical composite of which he 
boasts today, he will also be able 
to organize the liberation of hu- 
man life from all the privations 
and evils from which it .suffers, 
and in this way effect a kind of 
self-redemption. On other. hand, 
the conception gains ground in the 
opposing camp that the solution 
of the problem of peace must be 
sought in economics, and particu- 
larly in a specific form thereof, 
that of free exchange. 

We have already had occasion 
at other times to expose the base- 
lessness of such teachings. About 
a hundred years ago followers of 
the free commercesystem expect- 
ed wonderful things from it, at- 
tributing to it an almost magical 
power. One of its most ardent con- 
verts did not hesitate to compare 
the principle of free exchange, in- 
sofar as its effects in the moral 
world are concerned, with the 
principle of gravity which rules the 
physical world, and he attributed 
to it, as its proper effect, the draw- 
ing of men closer together, the 
elimination of antagonism based 
on race, faith, or language, and 
the unity of all human beings in 
unalterable peace (cfr. Richard 
Cobden, Speeches on Questions of 
Public Policy, London, Macmillan

ues has been established and its 
actual exercise permitted, econom- 
ics will, insofar as it is able, con- 
solidate the moral world and 
confirm the spiritual postulates 
and forces of peace. 


‘Obstacles To Peace 


On the other hand, the econom- 
ic factor might place serious ob- 
stacles in the way of peace———par- 
ticularly of a cold peace, in the 
sense of an equilibrium between 
groups—if, employing erroneous 
systems, it were to weaken one of 
the groups. This could occur if, 
among others eventualities, indi- 
vidual people of one group were to 
engage, without consideration or 
regard for others, in a ceaseless 
increase of production, and a con- 
stant raising of their own living 
standard. In such a case, an up- 
surge of resentment and rivalry on 
the. part of neighboring peoples 
would be inevitable, and conse- 
quently also the weakening of the 
entire group. 

Prescinding from this particular 
consideration, however, one must 
be convinced that economic re- 
lationships between nations will be 
factors of peace insofar as they 
will obey the norms of natural 
law, will be inspired by love, will 
have due regard for other peoples 
and will be sources of help. Let 
it be held for certain that in re- 
lations between men, even merely 
economic relations, nothing is pro- 
duced spontaneously—as does oc- 
cur in nature which is subject to 
necessary laws—but everything de- 
pends substantially on the spirit. 
Only the spirit, the image of God 
and the executor of His designs, 
ean establish order and harmony 
on earth, and it will succeed in 
doing so to the same extent that 
it becomes the faithful interpreter 
and docile instrument of the only 
Saviour Jesus Christ, Who is Him- 
self Peace. 

Moreover, in another matter 
even more delicate than that of 
economics, error is shared by the 
two camps co-existing in the cold 
peace: an error, namely, regarding 
the principles which animate their 
respective unity. One of the camps 
bases its strong internal cohesion 
on a false idea, an idea, moreover, 
violating primary human and Di- 
vine rights, yet at the same time 
efficacious: while the other, for- 
getful that it already possesses an 
idea that is true and has been 
successfully tested in the past, 
seems instead to be tending to- 
wards political principles which 
are evidently destructive of unity. 

During this last decade since the 
war, a great yearning for spiritual 
renovation urged souls: to unite 
Europe strongly, the impetus com- 
ing from the natural living condi- 
tions of her peoples, with the pur- 
pose of putting an end to the tradi- 
tional rivalries between one and 
another, and of assuring a united 
protection for their independence 
and their peaceful development. 
This noble idea did not present 
motives for complaints or diffi- 
dence to the world outside of 
Europe, in the measure that this 
outside world was favorably dis- 
posed to Europe. 

It was also believed that Europe 
would have easily found within 
herself the animating idea for her 
unity. But the succeeding events 
and recent accords which, as is 
believed, have opened the way to 
a cold peace, no longer have for a 
basis the ideal of a more extensiv 
European unification.

Mr. Byrnes writes amusingly of 
the routine and the periodic crises 
which every large family knows. 
He can make comedy out of the 
debate over names for an infant 
on the way to the font, children’s 
reception (or, rather, rejection) of 
an unfamiliar meal, the havoc 
caused by a new dog, the unexpect- 
ed results of attempts at steering 
table talk or providing fatherly 
companionship, an invasion of the 
house’s wall by bees, the collapse 
of a family industry which was go- 
ing to furnish extra income, meth- 
ods of discipline, etc. 


The religious note is not sound-

only came out for minimum wage laws but actually 
helped write Minnesota’s minimum wage law, pass- 
ed in 1913 — the first law of its kind in the coutry. 

The idea was so new in 1906 that some people 
rushed to call him an “agitator,” a “trouble-maker,” 
a “socialist.” 

From there he moved to a wide range of other 
questions: labor unions, farm prices, monopoly, 
League of Nations, interest-taking, housing, divorce, 
birth control, racial discrimination, prohibition, 
child labor and the eight-hour day. Msgr. Ryan dis- 
cusses these and other problems in about a dozen 
books, hundreds of pamphlets, uncounted articles 
in magazines and encyclopedias. 

He carried his militant spirit to his job as 
professor of moral theology at the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America, where men like the late Bishop 
Francis J. Haas were among his students. In 1920 
he was named director of the Social Action depart- 
ment of the National Catholic Welfare Conference, 
a job he held until his death in 1945. 

He appeared on the public platform throughout 
the country. At President Roosevelt’s inauguration 
in 1937, he became the first Catholic priest to pro- 
nounce the benediction at a Presidential inaugural. 
He also delivered the invocation when the U. S. De- 
partment of Labor building was dedicated. 

Sometimes he was branded a dangerous radical, 
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even a Communist in priest’s clothing. But fn spite 
of these charges, he patiently continued his work. 
He saw a py gradual, but a change neverthe- 
less. Many of the reforms he advocated were woven, 
piece by piece, into the fabric of American social, 
political and economic life. 


Encyclical His Vindication 


In 1931 Msgr. Ryan received cheerful news in 
answer to those who said he had “gone too far. 
That year Pope Pius XI wrote his famous ency- 
clical, Reconstructing the Social Order. A few days 
after the document was transmitted to this country, 
one of the officials at the Catholic university said: 
“Well, this is a great vindication of John Ryan.” 


Six years later the Pope made “Father” Ryan 
a Domestic Prelate with the title of Right Reverend 
Monsignor. 

But why should a priest — above all a teacher 
of moral theology as Msgr. Ryan was — be inter- 
ested in so many mundane problems? To this ques- 
tion, Msgr. Ryan would often reply with another 
question: “How can a Christian not be concerned 
about such problems?” He would point out that 
these problems involved right and wrong, or the 
moral law. “The moral law,” he said “governs eco- 
nomic transactions, as well as every other sphere 
of conduct.” 3 ; 

The spirit of his writings is ably illustrated in 
this passage he wrote in 1910: 

“That the majority of wage earners should, in a 
country as rich as America, possess no income- 
bearing property, have no ownership in the means 
of production, is a gross anomaly. It is not normal, 
and it cannot be permanent. No nation can endure 
as a nation predominantly of hired men. Until the 
majority of the wage earners become owners, at 
least in part, of the tools with which they work, the 
system of private capital will remain essentially un- 
stable.” 3 

The editor of a national magazine commenting 
upon Msgr. Ryan’s passing paid him this tribute: 

“Few Americans of the past generations have 
had as much to do with making this country a bet- 
ter place.” It is the spirit of John A: Ryan and the 
Holy Spirit which now guides those who are inter- 
ested in a genuinely Christian social and economic 
order.

FRE am I placed in the world 
as a human being mid-way 
between the animals and_ the 
angels.

The animals may not. indeed, be 
holy, for holiness means having a 
soul which knows and loves, and it 
is not at all clear that animals have 
souls in that sense; but they cer- 
tainly are sent by God to do His 
work here on earth. 
That is one of the things that 
natural history will quickly show 
me; for example, I shall see the 
bees flying from one blossom to 
another in search of honey, carry- 
ing on their legs the pollen-dust 
by which the flowers are fertilized. 
So again, in quite another way, 
I find man making use of the 
animals for his convenience, riding 
the horse or driving it or getting it 
to pull loads for him, training the 
dog to watch and hunt and to give 
him signals of the approach of 
evil, gathering the fowls about him 
for their eggs, and the sheep for 
their flesh and wool, and the cows 
for their milk and for food. I am 
using the animals therefore, 
living on them or by them, so that 
I am sure God sent them here for 
me, 
Then because God sent them for 
me, I must also reverence them as 
God's. I may kill for my need, but 
may not merely butcher without 
purpose; may tame them, but may 
not practice cruelty on them—not 
precisely because I owe them any- 
thing in themselves, but because 
they are God's, lent to my use for 
reasonable purposes.

N past articles I’ve described, 
very briefly, several clubs for 
young married couples. These 
clubs are all similar insofar as they 
are open for membership to any 
young couple enjoying a Catholic 
marriage. They also differ one 
from another because they have 
different aims. 3 


Some of the clubs are purely 
social, giving married couples the 
opportunity to recreate with oth- 
ers their age and with similar in- 
terests. Strengthening their mar- 
riage by giving a couple the op- 
portunity to have fun together is 
a secondary aim. 


Some of the clubs study ways 
and means of making their mar- 
riage more Christian and more 
successful. Couples exchange ideas 
and hear guest speakers discuss 
Christian marriage. 

Other clubs are combinations 
of these two and still others spon- 
sor a variety of activities for their 
members. 

It’s impossible for me to tell 
persons interested in establishing 
a young married couples club what 
kind they should establish. Only 
those who will be members of the 
club can determine that. | 

Locality can make a difference 
in the type of club you should 
have. Couples from a farm area, 
small cities, or fairly . isolated 
areas would probably be more in- 
terested in a purely social club be- 
cause of limited entertainment pos- 
sibilities. Couples from . cities 
where entertainment is no great 


problem might be more interested} 


in a club in which the members 
seriously discuss marriage and 
other problems. ~ 

But this can’t be a general rule. 
In fact, if we were to conduct a 
survey we might find that just the 
opposite is true. Perhaps some of 
the couples in the more isolated 
areas are more serious-minded 
than some of these in the larger 
cities. They wouldn’t be satisfied 
with a purely social club. 

Generally, a club which sponsors 
spiritual, educational, cultural and 
social activities is best because of 
its wide appeal. 

Many readers of “Youth Organiz- 
ed” write for information con- 
cerning some specific club upon 
which they could model one of 
their own. I hel

In some places it happens not 
rarely that they raise their voices 
against those who, conscientiously, 
as Christians, take a rightful active 
interest in political problems and 
in public life in general. 

Now and then likewise, they dis- 
parage the assuredness and 
strength Christians draw from the 
possession of absolute truth, and 
on the contrary, they spread abroad 
the conviction that it is to modern 
man’s honor, and redounds to the 
credit of his education, that he 
should have no determined ideas 
or tendencies, nor be bound to 
any spiritual world. Meanwhile, 
they forget that it was precisely 
from these principles that the pres- 
ent confusion and disorder origi- 
nated, nor will they remember that 
it was those very Christian forces 
they now oppose that succeeded 
in restoring, in many countries, the 
freedom which they themselves 
had dissipated. 


Certainly it is not upon such 
men that ‘the common spiritual 
foundation can be laid and the 
bridge of truth built. Indeed, it 
may well be expected that, as oc- 
casion demands, they will not find 
it at all unseemly to be partial to 
the false system. of the other 
shore, adapting themselves even 
to be overcome by it in case it 
were momentarily to triumph. 

_In awaiting, therefore, with con- 
fidence in the Divine mercy, that 
spiritual and Christian bridge, al- 
ready in some way existing be-

In particular, they would be- 
come culpable if they should tol- 
erate that the people be left as 
though shepherdless, while the 
enemy of God, taking advantage 
of his powerful organization, is 
producing destruction in the souls 
not solidly enough formed in the 
truth. Equally responsible would 
the priest and laity be, if the peo- 
ple were not to receive and find 
from Christian charity in practice 
that active help which the Divine 
will prescribes. Nor would those 
priests and laity fulfill their ob- 
ligations, were they voluntarily to 
close their eyes and keep silence 
concerning the social injustices of 
which they are witnesses, thus 
furnishing an occasion for unjust 
attacks against the capacity of the 
social action of Christianity and 
against the efficacy of the social 
doctrine of the Church, which, 
with the help of Divine grace, has 
ziven so many and such unques- 
tionable public demonstrations in 
this regard and also in these re- 
cent decades. 


In case the failure to which We 
have referred were to occur, it 
would likewise be those priests 
and laity who would bear the re- 
sponsibility that groups of the 
young, and even pastors of souls, 
let themselves, in some cases, be 
won over to radicalism and er- 
roneous progressivism. 


Personal Responsibility 


The conduct of Christians—be 
they of high or humble state, or 
be they more or less prosperous— 
who would not be resolute in the 
recognition and observance of their 
own social obligations in the man- 
agement of their economic affairs, 
would cause more grave conse- 
quences to the social order, and 
also to the political order. Who- 
soever is not ready to limit justly 
in relation to the common weal 
the use of his private goods, be 
it done freely according to the 
dictates of his own conscience, or 
even done by means of organized 
provisions of a public character, 
he is helping, insofar as it de- 
pends on him, to impede the in- 
dispensable primacy of personal 
impulse and responsibility in so- 
cial life.

organizations or of a party, where 
one seeks protection for the sum 
total of individual interests, rather 
than the promotion of the good 
of all; under such a guise the ec- 
onomy becomes easily subject to 
the power of anonymous forces 
which dominate it politically.

Educators Get Blame For 
Weak Liberal Education 


Washington, D. C. — (Special) — 
Liberal education and its impact on 
the world today could be strength- 
ened greatly if educators were 
“much more critical and less com- 
placent,” the Rev. Theodore M. 
Hesburgh, C.S.C., president of the 
University of Notre Dame, de- 
clared here Wednesday. 


“We should begin spending less 
time assuming and asserting the 
superiority of liberal education,” 
Father Hesburgh said, “and apply 
ourselves to the very difficult task 
of making our liberal programs in 
fact superior and more effective, 
as education.” 


Notre Dame’s president gave his 
views on “Liberal Education in the 
World Today” at the forty-first 
annual meeting of the Association 
of American Colleges. “Liberal 
Education and America’s Future” 
is the theme of the sessions which 
will continue through Thursday ar 
the Statler hotel. 


President Eisenhower is sched- 
uled to greet Association members 
at the Thursday luncheon. 


The meaning of liberal educa- 
tion has undergone “tremendous 
changes” through the centuries, 
Father Hesburgh pointed out.

This initiates pregnancy outside 
of wedlock and leads to childbirth 
under circumstances which violate 
the laws of God and of the Church.

Vietnam Refugees 
Highlight Of Tour 


FATHER PATRICK O’CONNOR

Saigon, South Vietnam—( Radio, 
NC)—His three-day stay~in Viet- 
nam was the “Highlight of this 
year’s journey to the Far East,” 
His Eminence Francis Cardinal 
Spellman, Archbishop of New 
York, declared before leaving by 
plane for Manila. It was three days 


of inspiring visits to valiant re- 
fugees now numbering more than 


THE MAJORITY of them are 
Catholic peasants who, at great 
risk, abandoned their homes and 
farms in North’ Vietnam rather 
than remain under communism. 


The Cardinal was obviously 
overwhelmed by their faith and 
piety. : 


They walked miles; they stood 
for hours in the hot sun of South 
Vietnam, in the rain and mud of 
Central Vietnam to see the first 
Cardinal ever to visit this coun- 
try. They came in thousands to 
attend his Masses. They broke 
through cordons to reach him as 
he passed among them giving his 
blessing. 


“It would be difficult to find a 
Faith more deep-rooted, more 
sincere,” the Cardinal said in 
Hue, ancient capital of Central 
Vietnam where 10,000 awaited 
him in front of the Cathedral 
of Our Lady. 


Fifty thousand attended his 
Pontifical Mass, celebrated at seven 
o’clock in the evening in a refugee 
settlement area near Bienhoa, 20 
miles from Saigon. 


. Vietnam’s Catholic President, 
Ngo Dinh Diem, knelt in the 


sanctuary. Members of the govern- 


ment, diplomats, high-ranking offi- 
cers of the Vietnamese and French 
armies were present. 


BEFORE MASS, Cardinal Spell- 
man flew in a helicopter over 
twelve resettlement areas where he 
saw thousands of little houses built 
with American aid given by the 
Foreign Operations Administration 
(FOA) on newly cleared land. A 
people-made chapel, sometimes 
poor straw-roofed shelter but al- 
ways decorated with their best, was 
in the center of each village. 


On the morning of the second 
day the Cardinal flew three 
hours in bad weather to reach 
Dongha in the highlands of 
Central Vietnam. Then he drove 
ever muddy roads to Lavang 
where he offered Mass in the 
Church and shrine of our Lady 
of Vietnam, a place of pilgrimage 
for more than a hundred years.

Race Relations Expert Says 


Court Should Put Teeth 
Into Segregation Ruling 


Washington —(NC)— A South- 


ern expert on race relations be-| 


lieves the U. S. Supreme Court 
should put teeth into its historic 
decision of last May outlawing seg- 
regation in the public schools. 

IF IT DOESN’T, according to 
Father Louis J. Twomey, S.J., di- 
rector of the School of Industrial 
Relations of New Orleans’ Loyola 
University, it will be a “show of 
weakness” which will be capital- 
ized on by those who hold the Court 
overstepped its bounds in the or- 
iginal ruling. 

The Tampa-born Jesuit declared 
in an interview here that “if the 
Supreme Court temporizes, it will 
give comfort to the very people 
who have damned it.” 

Actually, he said, the move- 
ment toward recognition of the 
rights »f Negroes is going stead- 
ily forward. While there may 
be temporary setbacks, he said, 
equality is sure to win out. He 


termed moves to circumvent the 
effectiveness of the high court 
ruling in some states merely a 
“rearguard” action. 

Father Twomey asserted here 
that justice — not charity — de- 
mands that the Negro be accord- 
ed equal rights with his fellow 
white citizens. And he said that 
in its handling of the situation, 
the United States is being care- 
fully watched by the whole world. 
Aside from the negative aspect 
ef not providing further grist for 
the communist propaganda mills, 
he said, America must take a 
Christian and democratic stand, if 
it is to win over the peoples of 
the world who are straddling the 
fence in. the conflict between the 
Reds and the free world. Ninety 
per cent of the people who can 
be won to the side of freedom 
are non-whites, he said, and it is 
they who are watching the United 


States most closely.

Advantage In Long Run 
Extended Training For Nuns 
Would Mean More Vocations 


Davenport, Ia—(NC)—The way 
to get more Sisters into the class- 
rooms as teachers is to keep them 
in the classrooms as_ students. 
That’s the gist of what the chair- 
man of the National Sister-Forma- 
tion Conference has to say in the 
current Sister-Formation Bulletin. 


SISTER MARY EMIL of Mary- 
grove College, Monroe, Mich., puts 
it this way: 

“We will solve the vocation 
problem when we turn into the 
classroom, the nurses’ training 
school and the hospital dynamic, 
challenging, inspired, highly 
competent, and obviously happy 
and holy Sisters. The production 
of such Sisters is a matter of 
longer and better training—spir- 
itual, cultural and professional.” 


The conference aims, says Sister 
Mary Emil in her article, “at train- 
ing a Sister who has the philoso- 
phical and theological background 
to understand the principles of 
asceticism which are part of the 
spiritual formation program, who 
has enough general culture to meet 
and converse with professional 
people on their own level, and to 
recreate herself and her Sisters on 
an intellectual plane, and finally, 
who has such a mastery of both 
the subject matter she teaches and 
the techniques of instruction as 
will satisfy her obligations in jus- 
tice to her pupils and do credit to 
the Catholic educational system.” 


Concerning the seeming paradox 
of her article—that the way to pro- 
vide more’ teachers is to keep 

oung Sisters out of teaching jobs 
onger—Sister Mary Emil explains: 


“It is precisely because we 
want more Sisters for the schools 
quickly, precisely because we 
want to open new schools, pre- 
cisely because we fear that the 


about “co-existence” in the months 
just ahead. 


His Holiness said there can 
only be real peace when the co- 
existence is based on truth. He

ciency in new recruits. 


“Tf, for instance, we were able 
to bring a sufficiently inspiring 
message to the college graduates 
(now our most promising vocation 
pool), we could haye new teach- 
ers in ihe field in two years. To 
take it from the point of view of 
a worried pastor, and to confine 
ourselves for a moment to the high 
school graduates, he might well 
consider the implications for his 
parish in the fact that by adding 
three years to the training of a 
young Sister (and paying a lay 
teacher in the interim) we turn out 
a Sister probably capable of att- 
racting vocations through a good 
half-century of service. Or to take 
it from the point of view of a reli- 
gious superior, by delaying the 
opening of one school for three 
years, she may well make the com- 
munity able, before the expiration 
of her own term, to open several 
new missions, not once, but every 
year thereafter.”

By Nun Who Leff 


Singapore — (NC) — The Singa- 
pore Standard has published an 
article entitled “I AM A NUN.” 


It was a reply to a series of ar- 
ticles captioned, “I WAS A NUN” 
ghost-written for a young woman 
who had left the convent after 11
